NEW YORK, Nov. 7.—Gov. Alfred K. Smith, who dias 
drawn greater crowds than Bryan or any other political fig­ 
ure in this country, appears to have gone down to the worst 
defeat any major presidential candidate ever suffered in toe 
electoral college. 
Herbert Hoover appears certain to equal the record 
breaking: vote of 401 which Harding received in 1920 and is 
likely to go beyond it.
